New Delhi, the 17th October, 2012 

S.O. 2511(E).— whereas^ the Central Government vide Order Tslo. S.0.88(E) dated 17*’’ 
January, 2012 (hereinafter referred to as the Principal Order) issued under the provision of section 3 
of the Jute Packaging Materials (Compulsory Use in Packing Commodities) Act, 1987 (hereinafter 
referred to as the JPM Act) reserved foodgrain and sugar for 100 percent packaging in jute packaging 
material for the jute year 2011-12. The validity of the said Principal Order has been extended upto 
30.11.2012, vide Order No. S.O. 2362(E), dated 28^'’ September, 2012.

And, whereas, under the provisions of Section 16(1) of the JPM Act, the Central Governmem

operation of an order made under Section 3 of the Act. 

idkx a Central Government in exercise of its power under section 16(1) of the 

PM Act vide Order No. ^O. 1524(E), dated < July, 2012 have exempted the state agencies from 
the operation of Principle Order (and thus allowing for packaging foodgrains in material other than 
jute) upto the extent of a total quantity of 3.5 lakh bales for the period from July-September 2012 

during Khanff Marketing Season (KMS) 2012-13. 

And, whereas, the Department of Food & Public Distribution has informed that against the 
aforeasaid exemption for 3.5 lakh bales of HDPE/PP bags, action could not be taken for the 
procurement of 2 188 lakh bales of HDPE/PP bags and hence requested that the Central Government 
Order No. S.O. 1524(E), dated 9’ July, 2012 be extended beyond 30"' September 2012 for the 
remaining 2.188 lakh bales of HDPE/PP bags during the KMS 2012-13. 

And, whereas, the Central Government has reviewed the projected demand of B Twill iute 
bags for packing foodgrains for KMS 2012-13 and the corresponding projected supply capacity of 
jute industry in respect of supply to the Government procurement agencies in consultation with Jute 
Commissioner, Kolkata, 

And, whereas, the Government of India has considered that due to peak demands of the paddv 
procuring States, there would be a shortfall in the supply of jute bags beyond 30*‘’ September, 2012. 

And, whereas, in view of the problems likely to be faced by the State Procurement Agencies 
due to shortage of supply of jute bags beyond 30^'' September, 2012 of KMS 2012-13. 

Now, therefore, the Central Government being of the opinion that it is necessaiy or expedient

The State/Agency wise, apportionment 
of procurement of HDPE/PP bags would be done by the Department of Food & Public Distribution 
within the parameters contained in this order from time to time in consultation with the Ministry of
